a Banking Game.

AN IRRIGATION SIOYE. 


Senators Stanford and Stewart, Con- 


creggman Morrow and Other* Stir Up 
the Subject Before the California 
Board of Trade. 


SAN FBANCISCO, May 7.—At a meeting of 


the Executive Committee of the State 
Board of Trade to-day, Senator Stanford, 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada, ex-Gorernor 
Perkins, Congressman Morrow, and other 
prominent men were present, and the 
subject of the reclamation of arid lands of 
the Western United States was discussed. 


Senator Stanford said the importance of 


the arid laud project conld not be over- 
estimated. 
The 
region extends from 


Mexico to British Colombia, with a width 
of 1,200 miles, and the needs of this dis- 
trict would receive hia aid when it comes 
before Congress. He knew of possibili 
ties for storage reservoirs similar to the 
one near San Diego. "la Nevada," the 
Senator said, "those lands are now useless 
for settlement by poor men. Duly when 
irrigated by capital can they kg used for 
agriculture and famish homes for millions 
of people. The work is a great oca and 
worth the expenditure of millions of 
money." 


Senator Stewart said that the survey* 


should be carried out first. Four millions 
of dollars coulJ be used in this manner. 
The appropriation of $250,000 will be 
used only at initial points, where topo 
graphical surveys have already been made. 
Twc-tliirds of the agriculture of the world 
is carried on by means of irrigation. Cali- 
fornia, m the Senator's judgment, is capa- 
ble of supporting forty millions of people 
The Senator then explained the irrigation 
system of India. The cost of reclaiming 
by irrigation would be aboat $10 an acre, 
the fertility and possibilities of which 
would amount to double that of unirrigated 
land. With proper drainage irrigation is 
n* healthy as rainfall. 


Congressman Moirow, W. H. Mills and 


Col. John P. Irish also spoke on tha sub- 
ject. 


Senator Stewart assured those present 


that the Senate Committee would accom- 
plish that which, in tunr, -would surprise 
tha whole world in the matter of irrigation. 


Palmer Appointed Public Printer. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—The President 


this evening appointed F. W. Palmer, oi 
Illinois, to be Public Printer, and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, of New Yori, and Hugh 
S. Thompson, of South Carolina, to be 
Civil Service Commissioners. 


Palmer was born in Manchester, Iowa, 


in 1827, and at the age of 15 was appren- 
ticed to learn the printing trade. He first 
wotked as a journeyman in New York 
city, and then moved to Jamestown, N.Y., 
where for ten years he was foreman nnc 
editor of the Jamestown Journal. la 186( 
he was elected State Printer, holding the 
office eight years. In 1868 he was electee 
a Representative from Iowa to the Forty- 
first Congress and was re-elected to the 
Forty-second Congress. 
After leaving 


Congress Palmer bought an interest in the 
Chicago Inter-Ooflan.

SENATOR BTKWART INTERVIEWED. 


What He 8ay» on the Silver question, 


Water Btor*c*> and Othcr.Uatters of 
Importance. 


When Senator Stewart passed through 


Winnemncca a special reporter of the Sil- 
ver Siata boarded the train and traveled 
down the road for an interview. He found 
the Senator in the best of spirits, and 
looking the perfect picture of health and 
physical manhood. Being invited to the 
Senator's section of the sleeper the report- 
er, after being seated, timidly opened the 
ball by saying: 


"Well, Senator, how do you like the new 


Administration?" 


Senator—"Very well indeed. 
General 


Harrison is a very cautions man, as woil as 
a very conscientious one. He will not 
•wield the decapitation axe as vigorously as 
some cf our party desires, bat he will get 
there after awhile. The truth is, the Ad- 
ministration, so for, has been so besieged 
by office-seekers that it has scarcely had an 
opportunity to deliberate in Cabinet conn- 
cil upon its national policies." 


Reporter—"Senator, do you find the 


President favorably disposed to ^the silver 
interest?" 


Senator—"Yes, yon will 2nd that he will 


interpose no obstacle in our way; the sen- 
timent East is changing favorably toward 
us. The best evidence of this is the abase 
I received from the gold bug press. The 
New York Times devotes considerable 
space to the heresies of "that man Stew- 
art, of Nevada," and warns the gold bugs 
that there is gi?at danger of the remone- 
tization of the debased metal. When I 
went to Washington two years ago I was 
told by some of my friends that I might as 
well drop the silver question, as nothing 
could be done. I told them that Wall 
street would not find me "m innocuous 
desuetude" on the subject anyway; that I 
could make myself offensive to them if 
not effectual in accomplishing all the silver 
interest demanded. Now, I am satisfied 
that insich nf twelve months our Mints 
will be coiuiug the maximum of four mill- 
ions per month of silver coin—from bullion 
produced by American mines. One hun- 
dred and seventy-three millions of National 
Banks' circulation have been retired since 
1883, and seventy millions more will be 
retired in 1890. 
In a few years all of our 


National Banks will necessarily be closed 
unless we have additional legislation. 
When that time comes the silver men will 
dictats the new legislation, and we mill 
place the silver dollar ic the position it 
occupied before its demonetization. 
This 


will be done before President Harrison's 
te-rm expires. Of this our people can rest 
assured." 


Reporter—"From the outlook now, un- 


less you get silver restored, we will have 
to abandon Nevada. We never had such 
drought since the first settlement of the 
country.'' 


Senator—"No, and probably yon will 


not have another such dry season in twenty- 
five years. This State has been the most 
favored State in the Union. 
Its climate 


and its seasons have been the most regular. 
This year is the first of what we might call 
a drought. One year in twenty-nine ought 
not to be complained of. In the Eastern 
States the good year for farmers is the ex- 
ception, the bad year the rule. They either 
bare devastating floods or 
consuming 


droughts, and if by chance they escape 
these some other calamity follows, such as 
grasshoppers, crickets, or Winters of such 
severity and duration as to paralyze not 
only t be agricultural, but all other indus- 
tries. There is no State in the Union 
where !vho great mass of the people are so 
prosperous ns in Nevada. The weather in 
thin State is more equally distributed than 
in any other State. It is true we have no 
very weilthy property owners, but we have 
no very poor people. We may truly say 
that all the people of Nevada are in com- 
paratively comfortable circumstances. 
As 


a rule—and there are but few exceptions to 
the ralo—what our farmers and stockmen 
need is a good system of storage for water. 
We can safely say that tbo rain and snow- 
fall nineteen years out of twenty, if .stored, 
will furnish ample water to cultivate all the 
tillable Jand in the State. 
When this is 


done Nevada will sustain a thriving popu 
lation of one million souls, and no State 
can furnish .more desirable homes for those 
engaged in industrial pursuits, and we 
want no other class among us. 
No, there 


is no place on earth where the climate is so 
desirable as here in Nevada, take it year in 
and year out. I expect much in this di- 
rection from the examination and report 
of the committee appointed to examine 
the arid regions. 
I am Chairman of 


the committee, and I intend to take the com- 
mittee through Utah, Idaho, Eastern Or- 
egon, Nevada and Arizona. This will be 
the entering wedge to open the vaults of 
the Federal Treasury in behalf of the peo- 
ple in the arid regions. With proper en- 
couragement this arid region will blossom 
as the rose, and be an empire iu popula- 
tion and wealth. Where the conditions 
are such as to require irrigation and water 
is abundant, there is no other system of 
farming that produces so certainly and 
satisfactorily the fruits of the soil in abun- 
dance." 


SCQiP. BEETS. 


Continuing, the Senator said: "By the 


way, 
I think the farmers in the lower 


Humboldt valley would find the growing of 
the sugar beet a most profitable enterprise. 
The soil there seems to be particularly 
adapted to their growth. The production 
of the finest quality of sugar from the beet 
is no longer a theory, but a demonstrated 
reality. 
It requires about twenty-five 


hundred acres of beets for one sugar es- 
tablishment. There is no good reason 
why you should not have a large sugar 
establishment on the Humboldt river; not 


out) only, bui several. LU our 
raise the beets. Capitalists will Eeize the 
opportunity to convert them into scgar. 
This is a most favorable year for our 
farmers to try the experiment, as they have 
not sufficient water to carry on their 
ordinary farming operations. Each one 
cat. plant from a half acre to one or more 
acres in sugar beets, and note the result. 
The crop will not be lost, for it is a most 
excellent food for all kinds of stock. If 
the drought this year should bo the means 
of leaditg our farmers into a more profit- 
able enterprise, it will be a blessing in 
disguise instead of a calamity, as many now 
think."

other matters o! interest, but our space is 
too limited to go further.
